1. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have advised USCINCEUR of the impendjir i; 
adjustment in the assignment and responsibilitieis of the Senior War 
Planner, Europe, as described in your memorandum to the Chairman, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, of 1 April. USCINCEUR has been requested to 
indicate the acceptability of the proposed Commander-Designate, CL\ 
Force, Europe, as required by the "Command Relationships Agreerr-ent” - 
forwarded to you as the enclosure to SM-622-57 dated 27 August 195* . 


2. As a result of earlier, informal notification by the incvmberri 
Senior War Planner, Europe, and the I 


these impending changes in assignment, USCINCEUR in a memo r anti im 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, dated 11 March I960, called attention to ;he 
fact that he does not yet have in hand a CIA-approved war plan for tl i 
functioning of CIA Force Europe. As you are aware, this deficiency wan 
considered sufficiently serious to bring to the attention of the Presitient 
in the 1 March I960 semi-annual Joint Progress Report in respect to tett 
ing of planning for CIA support of military operations in wartime. It is 
a matter of continuing mutual concern to the Joint Chiefs of Staff anti 
USCINCEUR. In view of the impending adjustments in the organization to 
CIA planning functions in support of the U.S. European Command it iS 
deemed appropriate to again bring this deficiency to your attention.

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1. This memorandum requests the signature of DDCI on the attached 
memorandum to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

2. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have advised USCINCEUR of the proposed 
changes in the Senior War Planner Europe Headquarters and requested 
that he indicate the acceptability of the Commander-designate, CIA Force 
Europe, 

3. Paragraph 2 of Reference called attention to USCINCEUR*s 
concern over the lack of a CIA-approved war plan for the functionin;j of 
CIA Forces in Europe, and recalled that this deficiency was considered 
sufficiently serious to be included in the latest semi-annual Joint Progress 
Report to the President on the status of CIA planning to support military 
operations in wartime, 

4. Should war occur in the near future, the CIA Force, Europe will 
initially operate under a preliminary plan which was approved by CIA 
Headquarters on 28 January I960 and which replaces an earlier plan which 
had become outdated. As stated in the attached memorandum to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, appropriate distribution of this preliminary plan was^ made 
in USEUCOM in March I960, This plan will continue in effect until the 
SWPE can develop a complete theater war plan based on approved country 
and subordinate area command plans. 

5. Since the deficiency cited by the JCS is a matter of record, its 
reintroduction at this time is considered to be a timely reminder in 
connection with the adjustment in the assignment and responsibilities 
of the Senior War Planner, Europe.
